A busy wood-carved dragonfly is building 
his home while giving us a clever craft idea. 
Carved from balsa wood, the dragonfly can 
be stained or left natural. Here we have 
added a clump of artificial greenery to give 
added depth. Hang the spoon among your 
kitchen utensils, a nice grouping! 


Want to surprise an avid horse fan with an 
original gift? Spruce up his or her desk with 
this handsome pen and pencil holder. Start 
with these two pieces of bass wood, glue 
them together and pound with a rock to 
create a notched effect. After carving the 
horsehead into the wood, the entire piece is 
stained. Finish by drilling holes for pencils, 
an easily purchased pen holder is mounted 
on the base. 


The flair of country style decorating is right in 
your fingertips! Colorful fruits and vegetables 
are tumbling out of our hand-carved horn of 
plenty to bring you a delightful accent piece.

Relief Pattern

1. To prepare for your wood carving, whether 
you are doing a 3-D project or, as we have 
demonstrated, a relief carving project, trace the 
design off on to the wood. There are both white 
and pencil color graphite papers on the market 
that will assist you in doing this. When using 
graphite paper, be sure you have placed the 
graphite side down toward the board. With a 
sharp, narrow carving tool cut a deep line on 
either side of the graphite line you have drawn 
as shown in photo one to the left. Careful! 
Don't slip! 


2. Now, using a gouging tool, hollow out areas 
that would appear recessed for depth. The hole 
in the cornucopia from which the fruit spills 
should be gouged out in order to give depth and 
in order to allow the fruit to appear 3-dimen- 
sional. 


3. Using a slit tool remove the wood that is be- 
tween the two slits made on either side of the 
graphite lines of the horn of plenty that you 
made in step 1. This will form valleys and ridges 
to shape the cornucopia. Follow the same proce- 
dures to give the dimension to the fruits. 


A three dimensional project will require a block 
of wood for the carving material. Below is a re- 
duced illustration from which our little boy on 
page 4 was carved. Of course, more carving for 
depth is necessary to shape him. Always be care- 
ful with those blades! Don’t carve toward your- 
self! Happy whittlin’.

The boot was Gx», 
first painted then stiffened with resin. 


No fancy steps needed to enjoy making this 
attractive ladies’ shoe into a perfect spot 
to hold your favorite flowers. Here we 
have taken a stiffened dainty pump, 
decorated it with green acrylic paint 
and little flowers on the vamp. You 
can easily work it in with the room 
setting of your choice. 
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The man in your life will be delighted to find you 
have turned one of his most favorite old shoes into a 
desk caddy. A real conversation starter when set- 
ting on his desk! This two-tone shoe was stiffened 
with resin first then painted, a wooden block is 
used to hold pens and pencils.

Save your child’s tennis shoes 
as a reminder of pleasant 
memories! Keep them in a spe- 
cial place to show them off. . .

among a group of toys, a 
much appreciated gift idea. 
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Preserve baby’s shoes naturally with resin 
stiffening instead of bronzing. A unique 
way to keep shoes just as they were! Just 
polish them with resin and set them beside 
baby’s picture! Be ready for complimen- 
tary comments! 
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RESIN SHOES 


1. If you need a unique planter for that prize 
plant or want to preserve your baby’s shoe 
naturally, not bronzed, this project is just for 
you. Add a.block of wood with holes drilled in 
it and you have a desk organizer. . .Or choose a 
boot and you have an ideal and original fireplace 
match holder. If you plan to use the shoe as a 
planter, it will be necessary to brush resin both 
inside and out to stiffen and waterproof for 
planting. Two coats will waterproof the shoe 
well enough for a planter. Add weight to the toe 
of the shoe to lessen the possibilities of a topple 
by pouring in sand, gravel, or plaster. It will be 
necessary to waterproof the shoe before adding 
the weight for stability, however. It may be 
necessary to add additional catalyst to the resin 
in order to get it to dry thoroughly and quickly, 
approximately four times more than normal 
amount. Choose a brush you do not need as it 
will be unusable after brushing on the resin. For 
thorough dryness, allow up to 12 hours between 
coats. 


2. Since leather is very porous, at least two coats 
of paint will be necessary in order to obtain a 
smooth finish rather than a rough texture. 


3. Detail work may be done by outlining the 
stitching with a contrasting color, or, as we did 
on the ladys shoe on page 10, add a floral ar- 
rangement or design for accent. Allow the paint 
to dry thoroughly between coats and before the 
final step is to be executed. 


4. To finish the painting with a shine, spray the 
shoe with a high gloss acrylic spray or paint it 
with varnish. This will also safeguard the paint 
from excessive scratches. 


Now it’s time to plant or fill the shoe with any 
of the suggestions we've given or perhaps a new 
idea of your own. 


Playfully teasing each other are these fun-to-create papier-maché 
animals. Perfect for decorating game rooms or dens, a great play- 
toy for the children. To construct the lion you will wrap papier- 
mache around three balloons to form his shape, then paint and 
stain.

ed in a kitchen coordinating color.

They'll happily store the money you 
give them in this colorful papier-maché bank. Made by 
spreading instant papier-maché over balloons-formed 
body, shaping ears and trunk with cardboard and paper 
towel rolls. Finish by painting on features. For extra 
frill, add a pretty blanket trimmed with poms-poms! 
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A shave and a haircut the old-fashioned 
way! Men’s bathroom caddy with mug 
and shaving cream of instant papier- 
mache’. Use ledge for razors, etc., make a 
cut-out space for cup, hang towels from 
small rods. An interesting and practical 
Christmas gift for that special guy!

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1. “Instant papier-maché” can be used over a 
balloon, strips of newspaper, and white glue 
shaped form, over a wire form covered with 
newspaper and glue, or over a cardboard form 
like the men’s bathroom caddy, as we will 
show you. The lion and elephant were formed 
over balloons. The mouse on page 15 was 
sculptured over styrofoam. The flowers on 
the mirror on page 16 were molded with the 
fingers. The scissors and spools on the sewing 
basket are over cardboard forms like the 
shaving cup. On page 21, the naughty little 
girl has 3-D hair formed of “‘instant papier- 
mache’. To make the cup, we cut a handle of 
cardboard and a strip of poster board rounded 
on the front and flat on the back for the body 
of the cup. All parts were taped together with 
masking tape. 


2. Mix the instant papier-maché with water 
until the “dust” particles are all moistened. 
Do not saturate to the point that it’s soggy or 
it will take much longer to dry and the possi- 
bilities of mildew are greater. Should you 
have a mildew problem, spray the object with 
an aerosol disinfectant. Add the instant 
papier-maché to the cardboard form with a 
palette knife or spatula. The instant maché 
has a tendency to be sticky and the tool will 
allow you to add the substance with less mess. 


3. Smooth the mache over the cup form with 
the palette knife until you have covered the 
entire form. Form the foam and bubbles out 
of little balls of maché with your fingers and 
place them at the top of the cup. It will take 
at least 24 hours for the instant papier-maché 
to dry thoroughly. 


4. Once the instant maché has dried complete- 
ly, (it will be a light grey like it was before 
adding water), you will prime it with gesso 
before painting. A liquid pearl paint adds a 
nice gleam over the white bubbles and foam. 
Paint the board (caddy) with acrylic and seal 
it with plastic spray. Glue the cup into place.

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1. If you choose a wood that is very porous, 
you may wish to seal it with a coat of gesso 
before you add your acrylic paint. Allow the 
gesso to dry thoroughly before the paint is 
added. If your project is a large one, try to 
keep your brush strokes going in one direc- 
tion for uniformity. 


2. Dab a bit of quick drying tacky glue in the 
area you plan to place the flower petals. On 
the clock which we are demonstrating on for 
you, we have used squash seeds for the petals. 
Tweezers are very helpful in placing the seeds. 


3. Dab a little more tacky glue in the center 
of the petals and add seeds of a contrasting 
color for the flower centers. For our centers 
we used flax. 


4. Add more dabs of glue in the places you 
wish to put the stems and put the stems in 
place with your tweezers. We have used salisfy 
for our stems. Allow the glue to dry thor- 
oughly. If you wish to seal the seeds to pro- 
tect them from varmints like the weevil and 
his friends you may seal your creation with 
several thin coats of plastic spray or varnish.

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Use your creative touch to dress up 
an ordinary room. Place an exotic 
plant in this attention-getting mac- 
ramé hanger. You can use natural 
cord or go colorful with a red, 
orange or bright yellow. You might 
hang it in a spot where the light will 
strike it to enhance its beauty. 


Half Hitch Variations 


Half Hitch—To do a half hitch knot, lap your right cord over the 
left cord, come behind the left cord, and back through the two 
cords which forms a loop around the left cord. 


Alternating Half Hitch—To form the alternating half hitch knot, 
follow the same procedure as the half hitch for the right cord 
Then repeat the same procedure with the left cord—left over the 
fight cord, then behind the right cord and back through the two 
cords. 


Horizontal Double Half Hitch—In doing this knot remember that 
the “anchor” or “holding” cord will always be on top. Loop 


your “knotting” cord from behind the “anchor” cord up over 
the “anchor” cord, back behind the “anchor, over the loop you 
have formed, and to the front again to make another loop. When 
you drop the “knotting” cord back behind again, slip the end 
between the two loose loops and then pull tight on both the 
“anchor" and “knotting” cord. Be sure to pull the “anchor” 
cord horizontally 


Diagonal Double Half Hitch—Follow the same procedure as in 
the horizontal double half hitch only angle the “anchor” cord at 
a diagonal 


Square Knot Variations 


Half Knot—Fold your cord in half to form a loop. Lay the loop 
over the “anchor” cord over to the back and back toward the 
front. Drop the two ends down through the loop and pull tight 
to “anchor”. Follow the same procedure with a second cord 
beside the first. The two inside cords of the four that stretch 
downward now will become “anchor” cords. They will remain 
stretched down taut. The two outside cords are the “knotting” 
cords. Cross the right “knotting” cord over the two “anchors” 
and behind the left “knotting” cord. Now take the left “knot- 
ting” cord under the two “anchors” and through the loop made 
by the right “knotting” cord. Pull the “knotting” cords taut to 
form the half knot. If you wish to make a spiral, continue doing 
half knots. 


NX 


Square Knot—To form the square knot follow the procedure for 
the half knot to form the first part. Then take the left “*knot- 
ting” cord over the “anchor” cords and behind the right “knot- 
ting” cord. Take the right “knotting” cord behind the “anchors” 
and through the loop formed by the left “knotting”. Pull the 
knot taut. 


Alternating Square Knot—Form square knots side by side from 
eight cords. The right outside “knotting” cord from the 
knot becomes an anchor now. The first cord to the left of it will 
be the left “knotting” cord now. In the second knot the left 
outside “knotting” cord becomes an anchor. The cord to the 
right of it will be the right “knotting” cord now. Follow the 
same procedure for a square knot using these cords, 
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1, Cut several small lengths of cord to cover the bicycle wheel. 
Lap the end of the cord to the inside of the wheel pointing in 
the direction you plan to wrap so that when you come up and 
over and to the inside again you will begin to cover the end, 
Wrap until the cord is nearly to an end and point this end in the 
same direction as the first. Lay the end of the next cord along 
side it and continue the wrapping procedure which will cover the 
second “end” of the second length of cord. When you have come 
near the end of wrapping the wheel, make three or four loops 
‘over your finger in place of the wheel as pictured and run the 
end back through these loops. Cut the excess cord off when you 
have pulled the end to tighten the loops. A dab of tacky, quick 
drying glue may be added at this point for an extra securing 
measure if you want. 


2. Now cut eighteen - 14 foot cords, Tie three groups of six 
cords with an overhand knot thirty inches from the ends. Each 
‘one of these groups will become an “arm” of the table, Work on 
one “arm” at @ time. Be sure to measure each group of knots. 
The four inside cords are to be “anchor” cords. Tie four square 
knots to measure four inches down. Switch the two ‘‘knotting”’ 
cords with the first two outside “anchor” cords as shown in the 
photo and leave a four inch space down the arm. Again complete 
four square knots to cover another 4 inch length down. Drop 
down 2” and form a square knot with the inside 4 cords letting 
the 2 outside cords dangle. Then down 2" more (4" total) with 
all six cords, knot 4 more square knots to measure 4”, Alternate 
the outside “knotting” cords with the “anchor” cords nearest 
them as before. This “drop down” should measure 4” again. Tie 
four more square knots to measure 4". Drop down 2”, as before, 
and tie @ square knot with the inside 4 cords, as before, and drop 
down 2” more. Then again with all 6 cords tie 4 more square 
knots to measure 4”. Make another 4” “switch-off” with the 
“knotting” and “anchor” cords. Tie four more square knots to 
measure 4”. Follow the same procedure for all 3 arms. Be sure to 
measure accurately so the table will sit level when added to the 
wheel, 


3. With @ hammer pound @ 16” length of copper tubing into a 
“question mark shape’. Be sure not to make a right angle at the 
neck or curve of the shape because it will weaken the tubing. 
Pound end curve gradually. Untie all the overhand knots at the 
top of each arm. Lay two arms next to one another and tie a 
square knot using three outside cords from each arm. Use the 
inside 4 of these 6 cords as “anchors” and the outer 2 cords as 
“knotting” cords. Lay the third arm next to the second and tie a 
square knot with the same procedure. Then finish the circle off 
by tying 2 square knot in the same method using the third and 
first arms. Now alternate your square knots continuing in a cir- 
cle. Complete four circles of alternating square knots in all. Then 
insert the neck of the copper question mark through the center. 
Gather the excess cord around the copper and wrap both the 
excess cord and the tubing with a “foreign” cord and tie off in 
the same manner you covered the wheel. Cut off excess, 


4. Cut three-three yard cords. Divide the wheel up in thirds 
visually. Lap the two outside cords over the wheel and the four 
remaining under the wheel to secure it in position. Tie four 
square knots. Add each arm in the same way. Half way between 
each of the three arms “anchor” one of the three-three yard 
cords you've cut. Bring three cords from an arm and one of the 
“legs” of the “foreign cords just entered. Tie a square knot 
using these cords at each point around the circle. Then take two 
cords from each of these knots (adjacent knots) and tie square 
knots all the way around the circle again, A star shape has been 
formed. Gather the left-over cord to the center and wrap with a 
“foreign cord and tie off as you did the end of the wheel 
covering.

4. To protect the finished and thoroughly dry 
project, you may seal it with several light 
coats of clear plastic sealer or paint it with 
clear varnish. Let it dry completely. You 
don’t want any fingerprints to ruin your 
colorful 3-D planter, food dish, powder dish, 
or out-of-the ordinary decorator piece. 


1. The background can be painted with pal- 
ette knife and acrylic, sponge and acrylic, or 
brush and acrylic.

3. A fine point brush is the best to use on the 
details. Cover the body with a light acrylic 
color and allow it to dry completely before 
adding the dark acrylic details.

1, With right sides together, sew each ear (striped fabric) and 
lining (dotted fabric). Trim seam, clip curves, turn lightly, press, 
fold at the notch, baste raw edges together. These will be sewn 
on later. 


2. With right sides together, sew the bow tie on all sides, leaving 
a small opening for turning. Trim seams, turn, press, slip stitch 
opening, At the center of the bow tie, gather or pleat. Baste.

‘through a ring. Baste the raw edges together. The straps will be 
sewn in place later. 


4. For the Zany Zebra, we used big black eyes with white pupils. 
For @ more traditional zebra, reverse the colors. Or use buttons. 


5. At this time sew the ears, eyes, rein straps on the head as 
indicated on pattern, 


6. With right sides together stitch head between notches, match- 
ing stripes. Press open the seam. Baste the stitched center of the 
mane on this opened seam line on the outside of the zebra. 
Machine stitch. This will be a little bulky. The mane may be 
stitched in place by hand if strong thread and reinforced stitches 
are made. 


7. With right sides together, carefully sew the remaining seams of 
the zebra. Turn. Hem open end, Stuff. Attach bow tie about 
midway on the front neck. Tack ears to head. 


8. Insert the stick. Secure. Finish with decorative yarn, rope, 
fabric, etc. And tie reins in place through the rings.
